The Latest Rumorss.

We have a rumor received by tlife way of
New Orleans from the mouth of the Rio Grande
on the 10th inst,, 10 the effect that Gen. Tay-
lor was attacked by Santa Anna at Agea Nue-
va, and alier a smart baule fell back to Saltilo,
where another engagement took place in which
Gen Taylor was viciorious. Gen. Taylor then
retreated 10 Monterey. Santa Anna not attack-
ing him here, he sallied forih and atacked the
Mexican forces, and totally defeated Santa An-
na. The Mexican loss is reported at four or
fire thousand. The time occvpied in all tbis
!ﬁghling autdl manoeuvering was three days.

Gen. Taylor pursued Santa Anna 18 miles on
the road from Monterey towards Saliillo. The
American loss is reported about 1100. Mexi-
can forces 23,000~~American about 7,000.
